[Text] VNA--Implementing the directive of the party Central Committee 
Secretariat and the Central Military Party Committee on strengthening the 
leadership of the campaign to “develop the fine character and increase che 
fighting strength" of the people's armed forces, the Ministry of National 
Defense, together with various sectors and mass organigations at the central 
level, recently convened a joint conference to review and evaluate the re- 
sults scored by all our people and troops in carrying out the campaign since 
early thie year, and to discuss measures for continuing to accelerate the 
movement in depth in order to obtain better results and achieve successes 

in 1980. 


Participating in the conference were representatives of the party Central 
Committee Science and Education Department, the party Central Committee 
Emulation Department, the offices of the party Central Committee and the 
Central Military Party Committee, the VFF Central Committee, the Ho Chi Minh 
Youth Union Central Committee, the Vietnam Women's Union Central Committee, 
the Ministry of Education, the Ministry of Higher and Vocational Education, 
the Physical and Sports General Department, the Post, Telegraph and Wired 
Radio General Department, the Vocational Training General Department and other 
central-level propaganda and press organs. 


On behalf of the campaign's Standing Committee, Lt Gen Cao Van Khanh, deputy 
chief of the General Staff Maj Gen Doan Tue, deputy head of the VPA Political 
General Department Ma! Gen Nam Khanh, and deputy head of the Rear Service 
General Depa tment Maj Gen Dinh Tien, together with representatives of various 
central-levei sectors and mass organizations, exchanged views on how to in- 
crease the fighting strength of the people's armed forces to build a firm 

and strong 4ll-people national defense and to closely coordinate economic 
development with national defense in order to satisfactorily fulfill to the 
utmost the tasks of defending the fatherland and building the Vietnamese 
socialist fatherland.

The conferees praised cadres and combatants of the people's armed forces 
for having overcome all difficulties and hardships in satisfactorily ful- 
filling the assigned tasks. In particular, unite performing their inter- 
national obligation have satisfactorily fulfilled their combat and unit- 
building tasks, thereby positively contributing to strengthening militant

The conferees unanimously noted that since the last joint conference (held

[Text] Le Ninh is a district that runs along National Highway 1 with 
wooded borders on one side and the sea on the other. The people here are 
engaged in many production lines and have local industrial bases. Imple- 
menting well the directives coming from above regarding combat readiness 
and good production, the district committee of Le Ninh has paid attention 
to leading the villages in buiiding solid military bastions. The villages 
of Vo Ninh, Gia Ninh, Luong Ninh, Dai Phong, Tan Thuy and My Thuy are 
villages with a strong militia movement, villages which have to their credit 
many feats during the resistance against the U.S. for national salvation; 
they have since concentrated on building themselves into good examples. 
The villages of Ngu Thuy and Gia Ninh which have a long coast and th se 

of Truong Son and Long Dai which have a long frontier in the woods have 
all seen their militia force consolidated. 


Practically all the villages have trenches and fortifications running 
around them, they have set up observat on towers and have permanent patrols 
to protect the frontier and the highlander villages. The district has 
perfected the entire military leadership of the villages from the squad 

up. The district has a permanent unit engaged in production while standing 
combat ready. The provincial military command sends down to the localities 
many cadres in order to review the fighting plans and organize combined 
action drills. 














Stepping into the military training season, Le Ninh district has divided 

its forces into three groups in order to train its cadres, who are then 

sent down into the villages to carry out training there. As a result, during 
the first quarter of 1980 the entire province has counted 100 percent of 

the villages completing their training program, review drilling basic mili- 
tary lessons and reaching a high level of quality, checking on the shooting 
of various gun categories (all attaining the required level of which 75 
percent of the units score good and outstanding); some villages have scored 
85 percent in the good and excellent categories in a number of areas.

EDITORIAL URGES UPKEEP OF MATERIAL, WEAPONRY

[Fditorial: "Implement Well the Management and Maintenance Regimes Con- 
cerning Weapons, Equipment and War Materiel") 


[Text] Weapons, equipment and war materiel are industrial products result- 
ing from extremely precise technological processes which demand that their 
management, maintenance and utilization follow definite requirements. The 
more modern and sophisticated the weapons and materiel, the more thorough 
the attention we must devote to their upkeep. To strictly implement the 
management and maintenance regulations regarding our weapons, equipment, 

and war materiel constitutes a significant link contributing to their being 
fully utilized to capacity and reaching a high efficiency level. 


The rules and regulations related to the management of weapons, equipment 
and war materiel do not merely reflect the technical requiremeits, chey 
also represent the distillation of experience that our armed ‘forces garner 
during construction and fighting. The contents of these rules and regula- 
tions clearly st‘pulate the responsibilities of each echelon, each sector, 
each cadre and each soldier regarding the weapon(s) or equipment that they 
are entrusted with the utilization of; they concretely stipulate for those 
things that must be done on a permanent tasis as well as periodically as 
related to each categories of weapon or war materiel. By strictly implementing 
these rules and regulations the cadres at various echelons will have a firm 
grasp of the weaponry and equipment situation of their unit both in terms of 
quality and quantity, by categories, so that they may have appropriate plans 
for utilizing them in case of fighting; it is only by implementing them that 
the weaponry and equipment get attended to regularly and maintained in top 
shape for durability and not let go to waste or get lost, get utilized in 
careless fashion, thus wasting State property and negatively affecting the 
fighting power of the unit. 


At the present time, both the weapons and equipment of our armed forces 

are being increased ceaselessly both quantitatively and qualitatively speak- 
ing. To organize the strict implementation of rules and regulations con- 
cerning the management and maintenance of equipment constitutes an urgent 
requirement. 














The Ministry of National Defense, the general departments, the branches 

and services of the armed forees have promulgated regimes, rules and regu- 
lations relating to the management and maintenance of weapons and equipment, 
The unite must organige so that the soldiers and cadres learn to master them 
and implement them thoroughly. In many instances the management work lacks 
method and is unscientific, and the weapons and equipment do not get main=- 
tained carefully because the cadres and soldiers do not have a firm grasp 

of the rules and regulations, The maintenance of equipment and weayons is 

& responsibility of every echelon, every sector, and 4 higher echelon cannot 
jeave it all up to the lower echelons. Neither should the lower echelons 
wait for the higher echelons’ orders. Each echelon, each sector, each cadre 
and each soldier must raise high their epirit of collective ownership, they 
must promote to the extreme their epirit of responsibility and their creative 
capabilities in order to contribute towards the strict implementation of 
rules and regulations regarding the management and maintenance of weapons 
and equipment. The guns and ammunition, war materiel and technical means 
may still be in storage or be given to the unite entrusted with the train- 
ing for combat readiness and actual combat, whether in the dry or rainy 
season, must be managed closely and maintained thoroughly on a regular basis. 
Wherever there are weapons and equipment, there we must strictly implement 
the regulations meant for their maintenance and upkeep. Whatever gun he 
may be given each cadre and soldier must actively study to ave 4 firm grasp 
of ite characteristics, effects, and makeup, he must learn how to use it 

in expert fashion while at the same time having a firm grasp of all the 
rules and regulations affecting its maintenance. He must clean and maintain 
the weapon so that it is always spic and span, he must discover in time the 
ma'functions and blockages and proceed immediately to its repair in accor- 
dance with the regulations appropriate to each echelon. We must overcome 
all expressions of irresponsibility, of carelessness, of disregard of regu- 
lations, thus causing damage or losses or simply lessening of the efficiency 
of the weapons and equipment due to lower echelons’ negligence. 


To organize the strict implementation of the regimes, rules and regulations 
regarding the management and maintenance of weapons and equipment and war 
materiel constitutes one of the main responsibilities and an expression of 
the qualities and capabilities of the commander. Each cadre no matter ot 
which echelon he is has the responsibility of building up the good habit 

of managing and maintaining the unit's weapons: to closely provide daily 
followup, to have full records on them--statistical charts, detailed and 
precise records--to transfer them in accordance with set procedures, to in- 
ventory in time and concretely in the case of each and every item, and to 
avoid the bureaucratic approach to management which is both arbitrary and 
unmethodical. 


At the present time, the cadres and technical personnel are being gradually 
strengthened at every echelon It is extremely important that we regularly 
provide inservice for and utilize well this nucleus technical corps. The 
wnit leaders must have clearcut div «ic> of labor and ascribe responsibilities 
carefully to each aide and each techn.cal specialized personnel; they aust 
draw the experiences of work on a permanent basis, directly go down to each 























unit and inepect the implementation of rules and regulations, in whatever 
circumstances the units Must maintain regularly and insure the quality of 
the “maintenance hours,” the “maintenance days,” the “garage days” and ali 
other rules and regulations; they @ust discover those expressions that are 
good as well a6 those that leave to be desired, give awards and deal out 
sanctions im fair and strict manner. To reselutely implement the rules 

and regulations dealing with the management and maintenance of weapons, 
equipment and war materiel meane to realistically contribute towards raising 
the fighting power of the army and insuring that it successfully fulfill 

all ite missions,

{Text} Maintaining public order and social security is an indispensable 
requirement of life and is aimed at safeguarding the property of the state 
and people, protecting peaceful and joyful daily activities, setting every- 
one's mind at ease and motivating him to work and fulfill all obligations 
to society. This task has been carried out cather satiefactorily in many 
areas such as the X40 Factory, the Thong Nhat and Cu Doa~h Transformer and 
Electric Engine Factories, the villages of Yen So, Yen My and wong Lam and 
the subwards of Hang Bai, Cua Nam, Hang Buon, Dong Tam, Truc Bach, Bach 
Khoa and so forth. A correct method is to closely coordinate the productive 
labor movement with the task of maintaining the fatherland's security, 
emphasizing the significance of law and various systems to soundly manage 
labor, wealth and human beings, developing a new type of man and a new life 
style and, through this campaign, fending off negative practices and pre- 
venting breaches of law.

SRV MILITARY COURT GIVES DEATH, JAIL TERMS TO TRAIN ROBBERY GANG

|Text) On 15 and 16 July the military court of the capital mil.cary sone 
held a public trial at the Hanoi labor club to judge 4 gang of hoodlums 

who wer. charged with disguising themselves as soldiers and committing 
robberies and murders on the Yen Vien-Hanoi and Hanoi-Vinh railroad sections. 


Between 21 February and 16 March 19860 this gang of hoodlums including 
(Nguyen Van Son) alias (Sun Dua), dressed themselves up as soldiers com- 
plete with starred pith helmets and military rank insignia ranging from 
private to lieutenant, and took many trips on the Yen Vien-Hanoi and Hanoi 
Nam Dinh-Thanh Hoa-Vinh rail Lines to rob the train passengers of their 
watches, earrings, gold jewelry and other belongings. Some of these hood- 
lums were armed with pistols, daggers and bayonets while committing their 
crimes, 


in nearly 4 month they took from the train passengers 23 wristwatches, «4 
transistor radio and many other items; fatally stabbed a man named (Phan 
Van Phong); and wounded many other persons. 


Upholding the spirit of revolutionary vigilance to safeguard political 
security and social order and safety, the public security forces, working 
in close coordination with unite of the armed forces and with the assistance 
of the train passengers and the people in the capital and other localities, 
recently arrested these hoodlums, 


Confronted with incriminating evidence at the public trial attended by 
thousands of representatives of the people of 411 walks of life, the crimi- 
naishadto plead guilty. Based on the gravity of their crimes, the judging 
panel passed 4 death sentence on (Nguyen Van Son) alias (Son Dua), for fatally 
stabbing (Pham Van Phong), injuriously stabbing a number of other persons 

and robbing the ,eople of their property; life imprisonment sentences on 
(Nguyen Van Hung) alias (Hung Xuan), and (Le Tran Thanh) alias (Thanh Troc), 
for robbing the people of their property and inflicting permanent injuries 

on many persons resisting their act of robbery; sentences of 12 to 18 years’ 











imprisonment on (Ha Ngoe Hanh) alias (Hanh Vi), (Nguyen Van Minh) alias 

‘Minh Meo), (Ccrimh Van Hoi) alias (Li Quang), and (Nguyen Van Binh) alias 
(Rink Thuong) for abetting in murder and robbery and directiy robbing the 
people of their property; sentences of 4 to 8 years’ imprisonment on (Nguyen 
Nhu Son) alias (Son Gia), (Vu Van Phuong) alias (Phuong Chau Chau), (Nguyen 
Van Sang) alias (Sang Den), and (Tran Hang Hoan) for failing to correct 

their crooked Lif . abetting in theft and robbery and protecting the crimi- 
hale; and sentences of 18 months to 3 yeare' imprisonment on (Nguyen Van 
Thuy) alias (Thuy Coi), (Tran The Vinh), (Tran Van Tuong) alias (Tuong Rau), 
and (Vu Thi Lan) alias (Lan Lua) for their avarice in harboring the criminals 


and disposing of stolen properties,

HANOL REVIEWS SOVIET TECHNICAL ASSISTANCF IN DEVELOPING HYDROPOWER

[Text) In 1958 the Soviet Union sent a team of experts from the Agricul- 
tural Electrification Planning Institute to our country to help us investi- 
gate and study the hydroelectric potentials in the north, Together with a 
number of Vietnamese technical cadres, the team studied the records on file 
and made field trips to reach a scientific conclusion on this important 
source of energy in our country. 


After having spent some time making field trips and studies in the newly 
liberated north, the team drafted a general report on the basic hydropower 
potentials of the entire north and formulated plans for large hydropower 
projects such as the Thac Ba and Lo Gam projects and a partial pian for the 
Da River hydropower project. In 1960 a team of Soviet experts competed the 
blueprints for the construction of the Thac Ba hydropower project, The 
next year, 1961, it worked out a technical plan for this project. Construc- 
tion of the Thac Ba hydropower project has been started with active Soviet 
assistance. 


The Soviet Union has provided us with complete equipment and guidance ove. 
the construction of the Ban Thach hydropower plant in Thanh Hoa. In 1965 
this plant started generating power to enable the operation of « pump 
station on the southern bank of the Ma River, thus enabling the ‘armland 
vater conservancy management corporation on the southern bank of the Ma 

| iver to satisfactorily serve agricultural production in the province. 


In the course of helping us investigate and study hydropower potentials, 
teams of Soviet experts have made many suggestions concerning the construc- 
tion of joint irrigation and hydropower projects and the construction of 
hydropower projects to harness rivers and streams in the northern part of 
our country. The Soviet Union has also helped us restore the (Ta Sa) and 
(Na Ngan) bv dropower stations and design a number of others. 


Since the carly 60's the Soviet Union has worked jvointiy with us in investi- 
gating, studying and surveying the Hoa Binh hydropower project on the Da 
River. In 1970 Soviet experts were assigned to directly help us survey this 
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large hydropower project. In 1973 thie team of experts finished an economic- 
technical report on the Da River's Hoa Binh hydropower project, Headquartered 
in Hoa Binh City, Soviet experts worked alongside Vietnamese technical 
workers and cadree and braved ,5, bombs and shells in making the scheduled 
investigation and survey trips. Conatruction work has officially been 
started on the Da River's Hoa Binh hydropower project with active Soviet 
assistance and this project--the largest of ite kind in our country--is 
gradually taking shape, Many times Vietnamese workers and cadres have 
exchanged pledges with their Soviet comrades in labor emulation drives, 
notably those launched to mark Lenin's 110th birthday and President No Chi 
Minh's 90th birthday. 


The Soviet Union has also assisted us in building water conservancy projects 
in support of agricultural development, especially large and medium-size 
projects, While the war was fiercely raging, we received Soviet aid of com- 
plete equipment for building many large power pump stations with high 
capacities such as the Co Dam, Coc Thanh, Nham Trang, Nuieu Trac, Huu Bi 
and Vinh Tri stations in Ha Nam Ninh and the Trinh Xa station in Ha Bac, 
with each station capable of pumping from tens to hundreds of thousands of 
cubic meters of water an hour. The large power pump stations built with 
Soviet assistance in the Low-lying area in the northern port of Ha Nam Ninh 
Province has contributed to the complete drainage of flood water there, 
turning it from an area hard to cultivate into an ever more productive two- 
crop area, 


Furthermore, the Soviet Union has also provided us with many pieces of 
machinery and equipment to repair, restore and build various other medium 
and large-size pump stations, other machinery and equipment for various 
water conservancy engineering or repair works, and complete equipment for 
factory 250-1 of the Ministry of Water Conservancy. 





Over the past 25 years the Soviet Union has helped us in the training of 
thousands of technical water conservancy cadres and many of them are now 
playing a key role in the surveying, designing, planning, construction, 
research, mechanical science and engineering activities of the water con- 
servancy sector. The Soviet Union has also helped us to build and develop 
mechanized construction forces for the water conservancy sector--a key factor 
for the building of large irrigation project.--strengthen its scientific 
and technological cooperation in the fields of water conservancy and hydro- 
logical and climatic research; and provided us with modern machinery and 
equipment for making atmospheric and oceanic studies in support of the 
control of floods and typhoons.

[Summary] "The iesuance of party membership cards during the 19 May phase 
was organized by Ho Chi Minh City in quite a large area, The number of 
party members who were qualified for receiving party membership cards nearly 
doubled that of the last phase which had involved only 5 villages and 54 
city wards, This phase involved 3% villages, 134 city wards and 36 colleges 
and vocational schools." 


During this phase, some precinct and district authorities really outdid them- 
selves in preparing for the issuance. The city party committee resolutely 
adopted the policy of issuing party membership cards only in the consoli- 
dated party organizations which had truly won the confidence of the masses. 
Therefore, some of the primary party organizations were left out during this 
phase for further consolidation and they would be issued party membership 
cards in the next phase, 


Some of the party organizations still separated the issuance of party mem- 
bership cards from the tasks of consolidating themselves. "In conducting 
criticism and self-criticism, many party organizations merely stressed the 
qualifications of party members without paying aitention to evaluating the 
performance of ctheir political duties and to examining closely the role of 
leaders and the responsibilities of core cadres."

HANOL IMPROVES GRAIN DISTRIBUTION, VERMICELLI PRODUCTION

[Text ) The Hanoi grain sector is actively expanding the flour and subsidiary 
food processing network to gradually implement the new grain policy and is 
simultaneously continuing to improve the distribution method to reduce diffi- 
culties and trouble to consumers. 


Possibilities Versus Demand 


Over the past 2 years, Hanoi has built 19 sifting machines more to produce 
vermicelli and has expanded many installations producing vermicelli on con- 
tract in Dong Anh and Tu Liem Districts and Hai Ba Ward. To date, Hanoi 

has 44 sifters and hundreds of installations processing vermicelli according 
to handicraft formulas but has not yet been abl* to meet the consumption 
need of the people. Last year, the daily verr icelli output fulfilled only 
80 percent of the supply plan and, since the veginning of this year, has 
met only 66 percent of the consumption demand. From an objective point of 
view, the ratio of flour and subsidiary food products within the grain com- 
position has increased 1.3-fold over the past but the processing capacities 
have increased slowly. Moreover, the material facilities and technical 
equipment of enterprises are insufficient and disparate and the drying 

and steaming process incompatible with the rolling and cutting one. Most 
machines are old, break down frequently and lack spare parts. The reception 
of raw materials plays a passive role and is affected by irregularities. 
Power and coal supply is unsteady. For these reasons, the processing out- 
put of the Dong Quan, Chua Boc and Thuong Dinh Enterprises has decreased 

by 5 to 12 tons daily. If these obstacles are promptly and completely 
removed, the processing capacities will increase and the practice of selling 
unprocessed flour and subsidiary food products will be restricted. 





Compared with the past, the vermicelli output has increased recently, espe- 
cially in May. Owing to the struggle against negative practices, the Chua 
Boc Enterprise has raised its daily processing capacity from 30 to 40 tons 
of vermicelli.

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Management of Distribution 


The reception of the grain commodity at various urban wards is still dictated 
by and dependent on truck drivers and owners of rudimentary transport means. 
Since grain is mostly transported by rudimentary vehicles, nearby shops 
usually receive more commodities than the remote ones, Drivers unload 
commodities where they please without following a common distribution plan 

or carry goods more frequently to places which pay them higher transportation 
fees. As a result, some places have goods in excess while others do not 

have enough to sell, Some shops have sold goods for only the first or second 
installments [out of several per month) while others have sold out their 
monthly stocks. Taking advantage of the grain shops' shortcomings in 
management and distribution, a number of bad persons have slashed or undone 
bage to steal flour and vermicelli or to replace good quality vermicelli by 
poor quality ones. 


Driver to Quang Luc embezzled 500 kgs of rice. Nguyen Thi Hoan in Dong Da 
passed thousands of bread loaves under the counter to dishonest traders. Vu 
Thi Thao in Hoan Kiem sold as much as 10 kgs of bread at a time. Taking 
advantage of the collection and exchange of grain purchase books, some 
salesmen embezzled hundreds of kilograms of food products destined to increase 
the children's rations. Similar acts are still committed at various chops 
and warehouses. Recently, the Hanoi Grain Service dealt with 23 cases of 
theft of a total 103 tons of grain pertaining to the state. The grain offices 
in the Dong Da and Hoan Kien Wards have also taken measures against scores 

of cases of corruption, underhand dealings and unfair distribution. 


At present, grain is distributed mainly in subwards and sold to each cell 

at fixed dates each month. Many shops have tried to receive this commodity 
in order to sell it on schedule and have even organized a supplemental sale 
to households unable to come and buy on schedule. The shops in Lo Su (Hoan 
Kiem), Shops No 22 and 127 in Kham Thien (Dong Da) and Thuy Ai (Hai Ba) 

have improved their method of serving customers to make it easy for the 
latter to buy commodities; this endeavor has been appreciated. Shop No 5 in 
Ngho Thi Nham and those in Giang Vo and Doi Can are trying to systematize 
goods distribution. The selling teams of Ms Vu Le Hang (22, Kham Thien 
Street) and Ms Nguyen Thi Tam (at the Lo Su Shop) have even brought goods 
to the houses of old people, families having very few helping hands and 
families of fallen heroes. Experiences have demonstrated that wherever the 
administration cares for the people's life and closely cooperates with shops 
in rationally organizing transportation, reception and distribution, the 
task of distributing goods becomes convenient and negative practices are 
limited. 


In the past, many persons were frequently seen loitering in frent of Shop 

No 157 in Kham Thien (Dong Da) and extorting 1, 2 and up to 5 dong from 
customers who were then allowed to stand in line to buy grain or who had 
these persons buy grain for them. Some of these persons hired themselves 

out as buyers for 150 and even 200 purchase book owners. The subward 
representatives’ committee recently found jobs for five or these extortioners, 
thus restoring order and justice at the shop. 
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Working hand in giove with these extertioners, employees at many shops have 
received commissions by setting aside good quality rice and vermicelli and 
selling a larger quantity of these goods to these persons, There have been 
frequent instances of shortchanging, absence of scales to allow customers 
to verify weights, and shortage of small bage: Some sale*sen sold at a time 
60 kgs of rice contained in 60 emall bage of 1 kg each; thie method enabled 
them to put rice in many small bage and tamper with the scales in order to 
take pickings, 


For several years, the Ngo Si Lien Shop (Dong Da) has sold goods by distri- 
buting order number tickets to customers; whenever goods delivery to the shop 
is belated, customers have to come to the shop many times and wait 3 or 4 
days; when the goods finally arrive at the shop, the purchase date is over- 
due; some people take advantage of this situation to resell their goods 
purchase tickets. 


Many children aged 9 to 14 have usually gathered near shops, disrupt ing 
publ .c order and hampering trading activities and goods protection. After 
the conference of customers in the Van Mieu Subward, the Ngo Si Lien Shop 
has improved the distribution method and fixed a sale date for each cell 
to reduce trouble to customers. 


Through the recent antinegativistic campaign, the Dong Sa Ward Grain Office 
has saved 290 tons of grain by having commodities weighed during both the 
delivery and reception stages, thus reducing the [average] waste and loss 
of 20.4 kgs to 6.2 kgs per ton of grain. 


The grain sector in Hanoi and the sectors concerned are trying to soundly 
organize goods reception and to provide more vermicelli processing machines 
to areas specialized in vegetable cultivation and to kitchens that cater 
for large canteens. Once expanded, the processing network will help rapidly 
increase the vermicelli output to meet the constant consumption needs of 
the people. The Grain Service is studying ways to produce plenty of leaven 
to be sold concurrently with flour to enable consumers to do the processing 
themselves. Together with other sectors, the grain sector is eagerly 
responding to the antinegativistic campaign and continuously improving the 
distribution formula to cause lese trouble to the people. This is the 
initial step taken by Hanoi tc implement the new policy on distribution, 
economical consumption and production of grain for the purpose of partial 
self-sufficiency.

EDITORIAL URGES THRIFTY USE OF GRAIN

[Text] Of the many tasks to do to solve the grain problem the principal one 
is to exert every effort to step up production and save grain. 


Though we are beset with difficulties concerning grain, the use of grain is 
not yet rational and economical. The volume of grain used on the occasion 
of weddings, funerals and death anniversaries is rather large. Holding 
bancuets and festivals during conferences is also a bad habit involving 
consumption of a large amount of grain. Another cause for substantial use 
of grain is the illegal distillation of alcohol and the illegal opening of 
restaurants and shops which sell rice noodle soup, rice vermicelli and rice 
cakes. 


Slackened management of grain in the transportation, conservation and dis- 
tribution stages has also led to the loss and deterioration of a large 
amount of grain. 


To save grain, strict organizational and managerial measures must be taken 

in addition to propaganda and education activities. People must be motivated 
and persuaded to give up the bad habit of "“requitting the feasts to which 
one was invited in the past" and holding extravagant banquets on the occasion 
of weddings, funerals, death anniversaries and new year holidays. The 
distillation of moonshine must be forbidden and severely punished. It is 
necessary to control and shut down illegally opened restaurants and shops 
selling rice noodle soup, rice vermicelli and rice cakes and also to draw 

up plans to tightly manage the transportation, conservation and distribution 
of grain in order to avoid deterioration, loss and theft. 


Strictly economizing on grain at the present time must be a motto to be 
applied and an action to be taken by each individual and organization.

READER COMPLAINS ABOUT [RRATIONAL POWER DISTRIBUTION

Lf Readers’ Opinions column by Le Tuan Anh, Nguyen Tru Collective Zone, 
Hanoi: “About the Question of Power Distribution” 


[Text_] Recently, because of efforts to serve production first, the city 
of Hanoi was given very little electric power for daily activities, That 
Was a necessary thing to do, However, a phenomenon of irrational power 
distribution existed: power was cut off not in the preannounced hours but 
very irregularly and thus disturbed the people's daily activities; power 
was supplied mostly during the hours when people were not at home, chil- 
dren were in school or people were sleeping, When the people needed elec- 
tricity for the two meals, before and after the working hours, they did 
not have it, Meanwhile, retailers, private producers and people in the 
services occupations would stay home and wait for power to come on to use 
lots of manually-operated machines, welders, air conditioners, hair dryers, 
recor! players, etc, 


As powe* was not fairly distributed among different residential areas, it 
happenea that some areas were continuously deprived of power and others 
had very few or no power cutoffs, The collective zones, where many cadres, 
workers and civil servants live, had the most power cutoffs, Meanwhile, 
the adjacent areas had electricity to use constantly, both day and night, 
This did not take into consideration other negative phenomena of isolated 
priority treatment in the distribution of power, In the Nguyen Cong Tru 
Collective Zone particularly, in March 1980 power was cut off in 18 eve- 
nings and twice for 3 consecutive days (from 3 to 5 March and from 28 
March to 1 April). Meanwhile, the adjacent areas of Hue Street and Hoa 
Binh and Hoa Ma Markets had power every night, Why? Some people who came 
to the distributing station to complain were given this answer: "Go see 
the chairman of the city to complain! Sut if you want to have electricity, 
you must negotiate with us here!" 


[t is obvious that irrational distribution of power creates a psychology 
of insecurity among the people -- when power is supplied, they use it as 
much as they can while it is available and just do not think of being 

















thrifty any more, which leads to consumption beyond the supplying capacity 
and another cutoff, This vicious cycle primarily is the source of waste 
of electricity, which worsens the shortage of power and creates unneces- 
sary and false tension, 


In my opinion, the people do not complain about shortage of power but are 
very annoyed by the unfair distribution, Therefore, [ would like to sug- 
gest that the distributing organ divides the power supply network into 
many branches and charts a power distribution rotation schedule clearly 
showing the areas and time to get electricity and being publicized for 
consumers to use electricity in a rational manner on the basis of the quota 
standards set by the Ministry of Power and Coal,

MEASURES TO ENSURE USE OF WATER CONSERVANCY SUGGESTED

{Bditorials “Water Conservancy for Tenth-Nonth Rice Crop’ _/7 


[Text_7 water conservancy during the tenth-month rice season usually en- 
counters complicated weather changes and is more difficult than during the 
fifth-month and spring rice season, Normally drought occurs early in the 
season; heavy rains, flood and storms in the middle of the season; dry 
weather and drought at the end of the season, These regular changes vary 
each year. During the tenth-month rice season of 1978, unprecedentedly 
heavy rains caused damage to the rice crop in a number of provinces, Dur- 
ing the tenth-month rice season last year, a severe drought occurred early 
as the main-crop rice plants were heading and the late rice plants were in 
boot, Right in the middle of the rainy season, all at the same time and 
within the same area, people may have to fight flooding in the low rice- 
fields and drought in the high ones, Flood and drought during the \enth- 
month rice season may cause considerable damages due to ununsed areas or 
outright losses of hundreds of thousands of hectares due to flood; or 
transplanting in a large part of the cultivated areas must be late because 
of lack of water necessary for plowing and harrowing, 


The water conservancy sector, along with other responsible sectors, and 
the local echelons have made many efforts to overcome and successfully 
limit some weather-related difficulties for production, The movement to 
emulate the Cau Ghe group specialized in using water conservancy in farn- 
ing is being extended and, along with other movements on the agricultural 
front, is positively affecting the results of production, During the 
tenth-month rice season last year, with unexpected flood and drought, al- 
most all of the nearly 400,000 hectares of f)voded ricefields were saved 
and the gross paddy production still increased by 20 percent as compared 
with the 1976 tenth-month rice crop, During the fifth-month and spring 
rice season this year, although the drought ».e encountered was the worst 
one in the last 30 years, the areas in which watering and drainage were 
ensured still increased by 5 percent as compared with the same season last 
year, in addition to the initial efforts, some weaknesses and shortcon- 
ings that remain could have long been overcome, as we consider the actual 








and potential capabilities of the water conservancy sector, as well as of 
other sectors responsible for water conservancy, A common situation that 
has long remained is this: the effective use of water conservancy works is 
still unproportional to the design output of the latter -- in average only 
50-60 percent, and even lower in the south, Of the 1,8 million hectares 
of land throughout the country having water conservancy works about 400,000 
have not yet been put into production in spite of their connection with 
such works, because their networks are far from synchronized, The works 
of a network, such as ditches, embankments, sluices, regulating dams, etc,, 
may not be sufficlent or cumplete, and after being broken are not repaired 
in time, The abllity to water and to drain is limited; electric power and 
water are wasted while riceflelds remain flooded or drought-stricken, 


The use of water conservancy in farming is the most important and decisive 
technical factor in connection with the need to extend the cultivated 
areas, to practice intensive cultivation and to improve the soll, As the 
conditions about the technical means and materials for capital construc- 
tion are limited, the use of water conservancy in farming must be focused 
on using most effectively the existing works by means of realistic and 
synchronized measures, about new construction, build only the very neces- 
sary key works that can be completed early so as to serve production 
quickly, 


[n order to exploit the existing works, first of all improve the networks 
and synchronize them according to planning so as to widen the scope of 
their uses and to improve the quality of watering and drainage, for the 
purpose of attaining their design output, Ensure unified operations in 
the entire network, on the basis of a predetermined schedule of watering 
and drainage and in accordance with the seeds of production, Seriously 
comply with the laws and regulations about protection of water conservancy 
works and deal properly with any acts of damaging the works or impeding 
the plans for use of water, 


For the tenth-month rice crop, which mainly is grown during the rainy sea- 
son, the direction to take in doing water conservancy work is primarily to 
prevent and fight flood and to be ready to fight drought while fighting 
flood, The local echelons, production installations and sectors respon- 
sible for the work must make early plans for watering and drainage during 
the tenth-month rice season, with forethought about the worst situation 
Caused by unexpected weather changes and about unstable power supply. 


Early in the tenth-month rice season, while the river water level is still 
low, we can bring alluvial water into ricefields in a quick and neat man- 
ner, but it is necessary to assume tight leadership and watch the weather 
very close.y. 


The plan for prevention and control of flood and drought during the tenth- 
month rice season must follow this direction: systematically store, 
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distribute and drain water, it is necessary to have positive plane for 
each and every area and ricefleld and to keep the proper means, tools and 
work force ready 80 as to obtain high effectiveness in the fight against 
natural calamities without wasting manpower and resources, The water 
levels of rains and flood in 1978 can be used as a reference to make flood 
control plans, Build higher and close sone embankments, strengthen plot 
and ricefleld embankments in order to isolate each area for drawing water, 
In addition to using most effectively electric pump stations, it le neces- 
sary to fully use the force of hydraulic pumps and tractors, along with a 
wide use of manual means, 


in the areas where there are no water conservancy works, mainly in the 
southern provinces, it is necessary to step up the construction of small 
water conservancy works to exploit every water-supplying capability that 
exists right on the spot, along with the appropriate crop-growing measures, 
and to take advantage of the natural conditions for the benefit of the 
tenth-month rice production, Pay attention to bullding small dikes to 
prevent saline and acid water from flowing in, getting plain water and re- 
taining fresh water, Increase the working hours and shifts of pump sta- 
tions; fully use various kinds of hydraulic pumps owned by the state and 
private cltizens and extend the use of buckets and water wheels, 


The work related to the use of water conservancy in farming this year must 
contribute to fulfilling the norm of on-schedule seeding and transplanting 


in all of the rice-growing areas and protect at any cost the high average 
rice crop yield so as to fulfill the entire 1980 grain production plan,

EDITORIAL SETS FORTH CULDELINES POR LOT -MONTH SEASON

(Text) The l0themonth season has entered an urgent phase. Beside basically 
favorable conditions, there are specific weaknesses and difficulties which 
must be promptly overcome. 


The main difficulty lies in the fact that the amount of technical means and 
supplies is limited while the requirements of intensive cultivation and area 
expansion are greater than in the previous years. ‘Soil preparations are 
being hampered by the belated harvest of the fifth-month and spring crop and 
by a shortage of draft power in certain localities. A number of provinces 
do not have enough seeds of the early l0th-month rice. The amount of 
organic fertilizers available is only 70 percent of that for the same 
period last year. Drought is rampant in a number of areas, 


The various localities and production installations must do their utmost to 
make the current production season successful by harmoniously apply ing 
positive measures concerning guidance, organization, policy and technical 
management. All these measures must fully reflect an endeavor to make 
progress and guest emphasize the collective ownership spirit and the deter- 
mination to overcome difficulties and to best use land, labor and the 
existing material-technical facilities in order to produce plenty of grain. 


Since the policies which have recently been promulgated to encourage pro- 
duction are exercising a great effect, they aust be used as an effective 
lever to motivate peasants to enthusiastically perform productive labor. 
Strictly managing arable land is a very important task in all localities. 
In addition to ensuring overfulfiliment of the plan norms for cultivated 
area, it is necessary to motivate and organize the work force in units and 
peasant households to exploit all types of fallow land according to the 
spirit of the new policies. Fieids reserved for the l0th-month crop gust 
no longer be left fallow. Putting an end to the habit of thinly trans- 
planting seedlings is also a measure against waste of land. 








‘teletly Ganhaging and rationally weing laber is 4 primary cendition for 
carrying Out transplanting and cultivation on schedule throughout the 
planned area, labor productivity in the agricultural field is still very 
low; peasants in many areas in Nam bo use only more than 100 man-days for 
production purposes, It te necessary to mobilige the abundant source of 
agticultural labor and eesign it to appropriate tasks such as intensive 
cultivation and area expansion in order to increase the laborers’ income 
and produce additional wealth for the society, 


The northern provinces @ust take energetic measures to obtain a sufficient 
quantity of early LOthemonth eiee seeds according to the planned allocation 
of tlee varieties. If they eun short of seeds, they may use short-term 
varieties such ae the "75=6," "75<10" and “Nong Nehiep 23"...and immediately 
start planting the early LOth-month rice crop after harvesting this year's 
epring crop. The southern provinces need also prepare a sufficient amount 
of seeds as required (including reserve seeds), especially in areas which 
grow floating riceplante or which have frequently been afflicted by 
planthoppers.

[Text] (VNA)=-According to the Statistics General Department, as of 5 June 
northern provinces and cities (minus Cao Bang and Lang Son provinces which 
have not filed reports) have harv sted 295,000 hectares of spring-fifth 
month rice, attaining 28.8 percent of acreage. 


Binh Tri Thien Province has almost harvested its spring-fifth month rice 
covering nearly 60,000 hectares. Topping the list in terms of harvesting 
speed are Nghe Tinh with 51.3 percent, Thanh Hoa with 29.2 percent, Ha Bac 
with 25.6 percent, Vinh Phu with 25 percent of acreage. Ha Son Binh, Hai 
lung, Bac Thai, Ha Tuyen, Son La and Lai Chau provinces and Hanoi city have 
so far harvested 10 to 18.3 percent of their spring-fifth month rice. 


Hot weather coinciding with harvest time has affected gathering results in 
the north--averaging only 15,000 hectares per day, 71 percent of last year's 
corresponding period, Cooperatives are being urged by provincial and city 
authorities to properly organize the labor force and rationally use 
implements and means to ensure speedy and clean harvesting of mature spring- 
fifth month rice. 


in addition, northern provinces and cities have gathered 22,000 of corn, 
45,000 hectares of sweet potato and 123,000 hectares of peanuts. Sweet 
potato productivity in Thai Binh, Nghe Tinh, Thanh liao and Hai Hung provinces 
and Hai Phong city is good, from 50 to 60 quintals of corms per hectare. 

Vinh Phu province and Hanoi city have gathered 500 hectares of beans. Cao 
Bang and Lang Son provinces and Hanoi city have gathered their tobacco 

crop and sold to the state nearly 1,000 tons of tobacco leaves. 
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Ae of >» June, sorthern agricultural cooperatives have sown and transplanted 
on nearly 28,000 hectares, broken nearly 139,000 hectares of cropland, 
scattered upland cleeseeds on nearly 45,000 hectares and prepared more than 
2,791,000 tone of organic fertilizer for the tenthemonth crop. Tardy 
harvesting of spring-fifth month crop has slackened preparatory work on the 
coming crop, a8 compared with last year's corresponding period, Sy contrast, 
upland rice sowing in mountainous provinces has exceeded last year's corres- 
ponding period, with Son La nearly doubling iis acreage, 


Many localities have completed planning work 01 early tenth-month rice 
acreage, They continued to sow and transplant, looking forward to fulfilling 
acreage norme within the echedule, and to taking up winter farming after 
gathering the tenth-month crops. 


Om the whole, riceseeds for tenth-month crops were not in short supply. 
Provincial and district authorities have helped a number of cooperatives in 
Nghe Tinh, Binh Tri Thien and Ha Nam Ninh provinces where last year's 
tenth-month crop was poor, to meet part of their riceseeds needs; the 
remaining part is being provided by the spring crop. 


Cooperatives, production collectives and the people in northern provinces 
and cities have sowed and transplanted on 326,000 hectares of summer-autumn 
rice, attaining 53.3 percent of plan; south of Thuan Hai Province the figures 
are 260,000 hectares and 51.7 percent. 


Leading summer-autumn farming is An Giang Province with 2.3 percent in 
excess of the norms. Next to An Giang on the sowing-transplanting list are 
Thuan Hai with 64.6 percent, Cuu Long with 59 percent, Tay Ninh with 55.5 
percent and Tien Giang with 54.4 percent of acreage. Quang Nam-Da Nang 

and Nghia Binh provinces have completed sowing and transplanting summer- 
autumn rice, but with only 70 to 84 percent of acreage norms. Sowing- 
transplanting pace in Ho Chi Minh city and in Long An, Dong Nai and Minh 
Hai provinces has been too slow. 


Rainfalls starting with farming time have enabled the summer-autumn rice to 
grow pretty well, and cooperatives, production collectives and the people 
are doing nursing work, preventing and fighting insects and pests. 


Thriving on early and regular rainfalls, tenth-month farming in Southern 
provinces and cities has been hectic this year. So far, they have ploughed- 
hoed on 464,000 hectares, and sowed-transplanted on 320,000 hectares of 
tenth-month rice; corresponding figures for provinces south on Thuan Hai 

are 400,000 hectares and 320,000 hectares. An Giang Province is the leader 
with 121,000 hectares of tenth-month rice. Following closely behind are 
Dong Thap with 84,000 hectares, Kien Giang with 38,000 hectares, Hua Giang 
with 32,000 hectares and Long An with 20,000 hectares.

EXPANSION OF STATE FARMS IN SOUTH DLSCUSSED 
Hanoi QUAN DOL NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 26 Apr 80 p 1 


[Article: "Southern Provinces Build 181 State Farms on Important Special- 
ized Culture reas") 


[Text] Five years after Liberation the provinces of South Vietnam have 
built 181 state farms with a total acreage of over 800,000 hectares (in- 
cluding 70 to 80 percent of agricultural land). A number of state farms 
have been reformed, built and enlarged on the basis of former plantations. 
Over 100,000 laborers are participating in the construction of and produc- 
tion in the state farms. The state farms have the responsibility of pro- 
ducing on a large scale, especially in the areas of specialized cultures, 
various industrial plants, fruit trees for export and food plants while at 
the same time developing domestic animal breeding. 


Thirty seven rubber state farms, together with the management of existing 
rubber lands (which collect and process tens of thousands of tons of latex 
per year) have reclaimed and planted nearly 10,000 additional hectares. 
Seventeen coffee state farms, which have an annual collection and processing 
capacity of 2000 to 3500 tons of coffee bean for export, have also been able 
to plant nearly 10,000 hectares of additional land, raising the coffee acre- 
age in the Highlands to more than double ite original size before Liberation. 
The tea state farms in Quang Nam - Da Nang, Gia Lai = Kontum and the spe- 
cialized trading company of Lam Dong are striving to enlarge the tea acreage 
and are running operations over more than 5000 hectares of tea culture, 
producing 5000 tons of dried bud tea every year. Eight sugarcane state farms 
in Tay Ninh, Song Be, and Dong Nai, which cover almost 2000 hectares with an 
average productivity of 40 tons of cane per hectare, are partially providing 
for the local consumption needs regarding sugar, wine and alcohol. Nine 
state farms specializing in the cultivation of pineapple in the coastal 
provinces of Central Vietnam and in South Vietnam have reclaimed and planted 
with pineapple thousands of hectares of land. During 1979 these farms have 
provided over 10,000 tons of pineapple fruit for purposes of export and con- 
sumption. 
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fhe cotton cultivating state farms in Thuan Hai and Phu Khanh have encoun- 
tered many difficulties, especially regarding their technological and mate- 
rial bases, but they have been able to draw from it precious experiences 
that would help them regarding the large seale expansion of cotton cul- 
ture, 


The various provinces have also been able to build the initial stage of 

4) atate farme specializing in the cultivation of rice, maize, manioc and 
other secondary food crops. In 1979 despite the unfavorable weather 17 

out of the 20 state farma specialized in rice cultivation in the Mekong 
deiia have had good harvests. The Dong Hai state farm in Minh Hai province 
reaped nearly 2000 tone of paddy on saltwater washed land, averaging 2 tons 
of paddy per hectare. Having undergone several production seasons, inclu- 
ding some very bad ones with very low plant productivity, the rice state 
farth have been able to draw a number of experiences concerning land recla- 
mation, irrigation work, field construction, appropriate seed varieties, 
and to confirm the possibility of land reclamation and rice cultivation on 
these areas of acid and saltwater washed land, 


The Duc Trong state farm (Lam Dong province) has done relatively well with 
ite milk cow herd composed of some 300 recently imported head. The Duong 
Minh Chau state farm (Tay Ninh province) has expanded its herd to over 1000 
head and Son Ho state farm (Phu Khanh province) to over 1500 head. The 
state farms Phuoe Vinh, Duong Minh Chau (Tay Ninh) and Phuoe An (Darlac) 
have their pig herds which are reproducing quite well. 


Nonetheless, next to the above listed favorable developments, the construc- 
tion of state farms in South Vietnam has called for and still requires that 
the various echelons and cadres and workers in the state farms strive to 
overcome a number of difficulties and limitations. 


In 1980 and following years, the provinces of South Vietnam will, together 
with the consolidation of existing state farms, continue to develop new 
large scale state farms in the newly reclaimed land areas.

Text_7 Let me quote a few latest statistics about the situation in Thai 

uy District (Thal Binh Province) of the manufacture and use of common 
farm implements, Prior to the harvest of last year's tenth-month rice 
orep, the district as a whole had 7,218 improved plows and 6,922 harrows, 
or plows and nearly 100 harrows less than in 1978, There were 7,200 
draft animals, Tools for soil care like sickles, rakes, etc, totaled 
53,000, a decrease of 3,000; hoes of all kinds 70,881, (Specialized ca- 
dres went into every village and home to count the tools and supplied 
those figures.) By general computation, Thai Thuy had 1 plow for every 
water buffalo and 1.9 manual tools for every agricultural laborer, And 
that was quite a serious shortage of farm implements, 


The distributing organ, meanwhile, had said that there were more farm in- 
plements than it could sell them, The manufacturing installations ceport- 
ed that they had fulfilled their plans up to the expected level, With 
such contradictory opinions, let us try to understand better the real na- 
ture of the question of farm implements in Thai Thuy District, 


Far Behind the Needs 


In the early 70's, the number of farm implements in the district was 
larger than that of today, including many kinds of rakes and specialized 
hoes to be used for application of fertilizer and soil care for various 
crops and different ways of planting, In the past, the people had almost 
abandoned the manual way of threshing paddy and had switched to a kind of 
machine-like foot-powered threshing tool, Improved vehicles had been used 
in large numbers, with the youths being spared the efforts of carrying 
things on thelr shoulders, how the various k’ * improved rakes and 
mud-stirring rakes already disappeared ina nu»» of cooperatives, Peo- 
ple again returned to manual paddy threshing, using the old stone mortar 
having a hole in its bottom, The number of vehicles and junks used in 








the cooperatives dropped, as in average only 30 kilograms per laborer were 
transported by these means, it seemed that almost all transportation in 
agriculture had returned to the method of carrying on one's head or 
shoulder, ost worrisome was the grub hoe, Since Thai Thuy was unable to 
make this type of farm implement, it had to rely on supplies from the pro- 
vinclal and central sectors, In the district, there still were two types 
of hoes -- one being first used over 10 years ago but still playing a 
main-forece role because of its strength and good construction, and the 
othe: being always a problem for users with its handle tending to fall off 
just after a few strokes, Farmers called it a "joke," a “yawning hoe," 


Thal Thuy, located in a zone of acid and saline soll mixed with very hard 
heavy clay, needed very good hoes, Jut ite farm implements for soll prep- 
aration were weak and in very short supply, By the middle of a crop sea~ 
son, the plows usually were broken; each laborer did not even have a poor- 
quality hoe, Many people had .o go to Ha Bac and bac Thal Provinces to 
have thelr hoes fixed the way they wanted, at a cost of 40-50 dong, The 
shortage and poor quality of tools usually caused delays in farming work, 
in the last few years, rice seedlings usually had to wait for ricefields, 
As the time of transplanting came, since the soil had not been properly 
prepared, the decision was to quickly plow and harrow and then to let 
transplanting of seedlings proceed, I[n average, each year Thal Thuy would 
lose hundreds of hectares of land because of careless plowing and harrow- 
ing, because of transplanting being too late, or because of excessive acid- 
ity caused by plowing by machine, (Of course, there were other reasons 
having to do with managerial organization, ) 


in the present crop season, while the rice plants were tillering in many 
riceflelds, a power outage that lasted for 10 consecutive days deprived 
them of water as the pumps did not operate and resulted in thelr wilting. 
The rice plants could have been saved had there been enough water just to 
wet the soll around their stems, But the cooperative members had no tools, 
only bare hands, Suckets and water wheels had been deleted from the list 
of farm implements under the district's management a few years ago, in 
Spite of the fact that one-half of the cultivated area in the district was 
not entitled to the use of electric pumps and should have been watered by 
the manual met! od, Undoubtedly the riceflelds here could use many other 
types of tools, but sofar no surveys were made to establish such needs, 


Poor Farm implements, Why? 


with the district's machine-manufacturing capacity, it was believed that 
it would be easy to solve the shortage of common tools, But, year after 
year, farmers still were short of farm implements, The real problem that 
had long existed was that many small industrial installations refused to 
make farm implements because of little profit, although there were regula- 
tions about encouraging production, Some installations accepted to make 
them, but used this acceptance as an excuse to take some of the materials 
for use for other purposes as they paid no attention to the quality of 
products and were concerned only about delivering the quantities specified 








in thelr contracts, That was exactly what happened in Machine Coopera- 
tive ¥, According to the calculations made by this production installa- 
tion and affirmed by the district, the cooperative lost 6,3 dong for every 
harrow it made, The fully detailed calculations of expenses were almed at 
showing the district economic organ that since the cooperative was willing 
to accept losses at the time Lt accepted to make harrows, it had the right 
to look for profits from elsewhere to compensate for such losses, for in- 
stance, it could look for contracts to do unexpected work, which would be 
more profitable, The most common profitable practice was to cut down la- 
for involved in manufacturing, The installation of a metal band to tight- 
en the axle of a harrow, by technical specifications, should be done while 
the band was still hot, which meant it would be harder to do, so that it 
would really tighten the axle, But in order to save time and labor, they 
made the bands a bit larger and installed them without heating them first, 
which meant the bands would go in more easily but would serve no purpose 
in the harrows, The spikes of harrows were installed in the same manner 
and, as a result, could easily fall off in the fields, 


Use Value Not .mportant 


The prices that were set for many kinds of farm implements were far from 
rational, This fact was clearly seen in the costs of forging a sickles 
wooden handle (wood was to be bought from outside suppliers) .15 dong, 
coal ,10 dong, labor ,30 dong, iron ,25 dong and business and equipment 
depreciation costs .015 dong, The costs therefore amounted to ,83 dong, 
But the price that was set for it was only .72 dong, The cooperative did 
not try to reduce costs by rationalizing product’ »n and improving tech- 
niques but rather by cutting the costs of coal w 4 one heating being elim- 
inated and cutting some other expenses to ensure t the sickles would 
come to consumers at directed prices, But in ord ‘9 use these sickles 
farmers had to pay private blacksmiths to improve t se products, Thus 
consumers would pay the same amount of money, whethe: they bought the 
sickles from the state store or in the free market, although the prices 
in the latter were nearly twice as much as in the former, 


As we said earlier, many production installations which accepted losses 
chose the wrong way to get high profits, namely, diverting some materials 
to the production of other goods, In Machine Cooperative V, we observed 
a team that forged knives and sickles using pleces of rusted iron or bits 
of construction steel to make blades, Half way through the thinning proc- 
ess, the handle of a knife was cracked, The senior worker explained that 
it would be faster and much better to use sheet steel supplied by the 
state to make tools, but since good steel was not available now, his team 
had to use low-grade steel, in the future, it would use good steel to 
make high-quality consumer goods, which would be sold at high prices, 


The local Agricultural Materials Corporation pointed out that the raw ma- 
terials to be supplied for the manufacture of tools for use in agricul- 
ture were regularly supplied every year in the specified quantities and 
that only their deliveries could be either early or late, Thus the 
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machine cooperative was not to lose any money, for .t was able to sell 
scrap iron at the price of steel used in the making of tools and to sell 
at nigh prices the goods it made from main-product raw naterlals, 


Some of the district's cadres were still wrong: they welcomed the small in- 
dustrial Lnstallations which made full use of raw materials to make large 
quantities of tools to serve agriculture and welcomed these installations 
when they produced additional high-quality consumer goods, But later on 
many cadres realized they had been wrong and correctly noted: the fact 
that Lndustry was serving agriculture must be reflected in use value and 
quality of products rather than in setting prices up and down in a haphag- 
ard manner without any real basis for it, 


Effective Leadership 


Every year there were as many as 3-4 different figures about the dis- 
trict's need for farm implements, The Statistics Committee, after an in- 
vestigation, gave the first figure and recommended it to the District I[n- 
dustrial Committee, which after serious consideration arrived at the fig- 
ure adopted for its plan and the control figure, which reflected another 
form of need, The final decision turned out to be that of the Agricul- 
tural Materials Corporation -- the seller -- which recommended the offi- 
clal need depending on the level of consumption of each line of goods, 
Ordinarlly the figure recommended by this corporation was against other 
figures and this unit had the ability to carry out its decision as it con- 
trolled and supplied materials and raw materials in accordance with the 
contracts it had signed, 


This year, according to an investigation, Thai Thuy District will need 
15,000 sickles for cutting rice stalks, The Industrial Committee has 
drawn up a plan and assigned production installations to make nearly that 
many sickles, But the commercial sector said 10,000 would be enough be- 
cause last year only 11,000 sickles had actually been sold and this year 
contracts would be signed for about that number of sickles to be made, 
Truthfully, more farm implements would have been sold had their quality 
been better, if the quality were poorer, even less would be sold because 
farmers would have to bring them to private blacksmiths to fix, The above- 
mentioned organs could not easily know such a situation, Normally all 
sectors set forth meticulous figures that would agree while drawing up 
their plans, But when they began to fulfill these plans, they would act 
differently and rely on different reasons to justify such a lack of coop- 
eration, 


In order to properly solve the farm implement problem, leadership in the 
entire district must be unified (in terms of figures, plans and how to 
fulfill them) on the basis of investigation and survey to know the exact 
needs and to closely link with the consuming power of markets and the 
need for use of farmers, 








Some district cadres who wish to have a system of supplying materials for 
farm implements advocate going within the specified time to every village 
to find out about ite need for tools and to sign contracts with agricul- 
tural cooperatives, These contracts are to clearly specify the types and 
quantities, to attach importance to specifications and quelity, to fix the 
dates of deliveries, etc, Putting all contracts together (consideration 
should be given the cases of using many types of good farm implements in 
the past, which have not yet been recovered), the district draws up its 
production plan, cooperates with other districts or proposes buylng goods 
from the province, All parties to contracts must have the responsibility 
for control of implementation of contracts, All kinds of products are 
made and supplied in accordance with contracts, Thai Thuy District is in 
a favorable position to do so, It can bring the best farm implements into 
the distribution plan based on the method of maintaining two-way economic 
contracts with farmers, Along with that are the systems that encourage 
best production of farm implements to serve agriculture,

REPORT ON AGRICULTURAL SITUATION IN SON LA 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 11 Jun 80 p 1 


[Text] Agricultural cooperatives in Son La Province are concentrating 
efforts on tending, fertilizing, protecting and harvesting 58,800 hectares 
of grain crops including 52,000 hectares of rice and subsidiary food crops 
cultivated on fields and 6,800 hectares of fifth-month and spring rice. At 
the same time, they are urgently preparing to sow and transplant the 1l0th- 
month rice crop. 


Some 10 districts and the provincial city have specifically planned an 
allocation of rice varieties for each small area in their own localities; 
such plan is accompanied by a schedule for seed sowing and transplanting on 
each rice field in accordance with the climatic characteristics of each 
cooperative. 


As of 25 May, cooperatives in the districts of Moc Chau, Song Ma, Yen Chau 
and Mai Son and the city of Son La have sown 195 tons of early rice seeds, 
fulfilling 62 percent of the plan norm. The district of Song Ma has ful- 
filled 80 percent of the plan norm while others have attained 45 to 61 
percent. The highlands in Ngoc Chien and Muong La are preparing to trans 
plant seedlings from field. which were the first to receive seed sowing. 


Attention is being paid to carrying out intensive cultivation and to effec- 
tively protecting all the fields where seeds had been sown in even rows 

to facilitate tending and insecticide spraying; seed fields near large 
springs have been inspected and action taken following heavy rains. 
Cooperatives where the intensive cultivation movement is developing satis- 
factorily have applied 3 tons of stable manure to each hectare. 


During the emulation ‘ , commemorate Uncle Ho's birthday, cooperatives 
in Thuan Chau, Song ., ° en, Moc Chau and so forth have mobilized most 
of the plowmen available . go to the fields; by the end of May, they have 
plowed 2,583 hectares of one-crop fields--a 48 percent increase over the 
same period last year--and have also done the first plowing on 1/3 of the 
fields where the fifth-month rice crop was recently harvested.

EDITORIAL DISCUSSES INCOME DISTRIBUTION IN PRODUCTION UNITS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 11 Jun 80 p 1 


[Editorial: "Distribution According to Labor in Cooperatives and Production 
Collectives"] 


{Text} The decision of the Government Council on distribution of income in 
cooperatives and production collectives has an important meaning in many 
respects. It ensures application of the principle of distribution of money 
and in kind according to the work done by cooperative members, urges each 
unit to carry out profit-and-loss accounting and requires cooperatives to 
improve their production organization and management system, to strengthen 
the planning task, to better the contract work system and to step up the 
training and advanced training of cadres. A correct execution of this 
decision will encourage everyone to enthusiastically work for his own benefit 
and that of others, emphasize the cooperative members’ responsibility for 
the outcome of production and stimulate everyone to work diligently and 
skillfully and to overcome irresponsibility and laziness. 


The principal basis on which to implement distribution according to labor 

in cooperatives and production collectives is the working day. This is a 
yardstick to measure the effort spent by a laborer. The irrationality of 
the fixed labor norms and the work rating criteria used in cooperatives has 
so far made it impossible to accurately reckon the number of working days 
performed and to achieve full equity in distribution. Therefore, the key 
problem is to adjust and complement the labor norms and work rating criteria 
used by cooperatives and production collectives in conformity with the 
effort spent for each type of job in order to ensure rational compensation 
t. each production sector for each task involved in the production process. 


Beside applying the principle of distribution according to the number of 
working days performed, applying a system of reward and plenty to production 
units and laborers is an important measure aimed at using personal material 
interests to urge each unit and its members to care for the amount and quality 
of work and the result of production. Rewards and penalties must be handed 
out strictly and fairly and have the necessary effect of inepiring everyone 

to heighten his sense of responsibility. 














At a time wien the volume of goods produced is not yet large and when there 
still ie a discrepancy between value and use value, the products obtained 
must be used to reserve enough seeds for the next crop, to pay tax and ful- 
fill the fixed grain obligation to the state and to contribute to the 
common fund of each cooperative=--such contributions being made in kind 
according to regulations. The remaining products must be used principally 
to meet the consumption needs of laborers. The combined use of money and 
products in kind in carrying out distribution in cooperatives and production 
collectives is also aimed at stimulating the laborers’ efforts to produce 
more wealth for the benefit of society. 


if distribution is carried out in conformity with the working days assigned 
to cooperative members and with the provisions of the distribution policy, 
it will not only reflect the principle of distribution according to the 
work performed under the specific conditions in each cooperative and pro- 
duction collective but will also require us, when drawing up plans, to take 
into account the rational relationships between accumulation and consumption 
and to associate the system of responsibilities of cadres and cooperative 
members with the guidance provided for cooperatives in formulating and 
executing their own plans. This method of paying cooperative members for 
their services will enable them to know the amount of their future income 
beforehand, right at the beginning of each year. It will aleo entail an 
improvement in the formulation of plans and the guidance over their execu- 
tion, a deeper awareness of the need to practice thrift and reduce expenses, 
and greater efforts on the part of cooperatives to carry out profit-and- 
loss accounting more satisfactorily in carrying out business. These tasks 
will prove difficult in view of the low standards of cooperatives in taking 
plans; nevertheless, it is necessary to try to create conditions for 
implementing the new distribution policy at all costs. 


To ensure correct distribution, it is necessary to solve problems relating 
to the improvement of production organization, planning, and management and 
contract work systems. The various localities must direct and help produc- 
tion units carry out the government decision and must provide a guidance 
appropriate to the situation in each area to ensure its implementation.

HANOI WARDS ELIMINATE REACTIONARY MUSIC

(Text) For 3 days--30 and 31 May and 1 June--four urban wards proceeded to 
inspect the execution of Decision No 382-UB/VX of the Municipal People's 
Committee to prohibit the circulation and storage of all kinds of cultural 
products of a reactionary and depraved nature. The inspection was aimed at 
eliminating reactionary and depraved songs. 


The wards had previously listed and classified the targets to be inspected 

in each subward. In only the three wards of Hai Ba Trung, Dong Da and Hoan 
Kiem (complete statistics not yet available for Ba Dinh Ward), the inspection 
teams inspected nearly 600 households which possessed tape recorders and 
turntables and which wrongly and frequently used them to play bad music. 

The inspection teams drew up reports on the temporary confiscation of 169 
tapes and records of reactionary and depraved vocal music for further con- 
siderations. 


The inspection was welcomed and approved by public opinion including the 
inspected households. Many households gladly brought out all the musical 
tapes and records in their possession and asked the inspection teams to 
confiscate those which were prohibited. Some people said this task should 
have been done much earlier. 


In the near future, the steering committee for a civilized life style and 
new culture families in the municipality and its wards will continue to 
inspect the remaining households which have so far been playing bad music 
and will take action concerning the temporarily confiscated musical tapes 
and records. The Cultural and Information Service is studying ways to 
broaden the activities of the Ho Guom Musical Tape Recording Enterprise to 
enable the latter to render better and quicker service. The assistance of 
a number of private individuals who own good tape recorders may be sought 
to meet the people's demand.
